AN ACT Relating to a food and beverage service worker's permt; and
anmendi ng RCW 69. 06. 030.

BE | T ENACTED BY THE LEG SLATURE OF THE STATE OF WASHI NGTON:

Sec. 1. RCW®69.06.030 and 1998 c 136 s 4 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) An applicant for a food and beverage service worker's permt
under RCW 69. 06. 010 nust submt docunentation, in a fornmat approved by
the state board of health, that the applicant has tested negative for
tuberculosis within twenty working days prior to the issuance of the
permt. The state board of health nmay establish testing requirenents
for permt applicants for other infectious diseases that nmay threaten
the public health at food service establishnents.

(2) It shall be wunlawful for any person afflicted wth any
contagious or infectious disease that may be transmitted by food or
beverage to work in or about any place where unw apped or unpackaged
food and/ or beverage products are prepared or sold, or offered for sale
for human consunption and it shall be unlawful for any person know ngly
to enploy a person so afflicted. Nothing in this section elimnates
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1 any authority or requirement to control or suppress conmunicable
2 di seases pursuant to chapter 70.05 RCWand RCW 43. 20. 050(2) (e).
